The Sewerage Proposition. A Statement to the People of Looisa. 

An ordinance has 'been enacted 
by the Council of the City of Lon- 
Isa directing the inr hi- incut of 
partB of Franklin, X -.son, Main. 
Perry, Water, Main Cross, and 
Lady Washington Streets by Uta> 
construction of a street drainage er 
sewer system and of a concrete 
curb and gutter. 

At the regular meeting of th* 
City Council held'on July 2nd. 1913. 
attack has been made upon the wua- 
dom of the council in taking 
action, and suggestion haa 
made that such action has 
taken without the knowledge .ox ap- 
proval of the citizens of Louisa- 
It haa not been the purpose of 
the Council to proceed with undo* 
haste In this matter, but our lav- 
tended action has been known for 
some months and no serious objec- 
tion has been made. However, ow- 
ing to the suggestion of unwar- 
ranted action contrary to public 
sentiment, we desire now that all 
interested shall confer with the 
members of the Council in order 
that a full understanding may bs> 
had of what Is proposed to be dons* 
so that the sentiment of the pub- 
lic may b» properly expressed fa . 
our action. 

Tbe purpose of this work la to 
drain tbe water from the streets 
Into a concrete curb and gutter 
from which it will pass at inter- 
vals Into the drainage sewer, there- 
by affording the streets a reaaoa- 
abla chance to keep dry, which will 
be Increased by proper grading and I 
crowning In the middle. 

We believe and are advised that 
such improvement will obviate th* 
necessity for streets paved with 
brick, which we have felt too ex- 
pensive for Louisa to incur at thla 
time. 

The cost of this improvement es- 
timated at less than $2.00 per foot - 
front Is to be borne 
the property owners oh each 
of tbe streets Imnyoved, except 
street Intersections which are u> - 
be paid for by the City out of the 
general funds. Payment may be> 
made In full at the completion of 
the work or 10 per cent, each year 
for 10 years.

In answer to numerous Inquires 
and requests for nominating peti- 
tions by persons Interested In the 
election of school trustees, 1 de- 
sire to call attention to some facts 
relating to Bcbool elections. 

1. Elections will be held In all 
the sub-districts in the county on 
the 1st Saturday In August from 1 
to 5 o'clock p. m.. 

2. Elections will be Viva Voce, 
no ballots, ballot boxes or petitloas 
will be uBed, but the candidates 
name will be called by the clerk 
and the vote will be taken by open 
ballot, as it was prior to 1908. 

S. All women over 21 years of 
age are allowed to vote, also to 
hold the office of trustee 'providing 
they possess sufficient educational 
qualifications. 

4. All candidates for trustee must 
file a certificate signed by 6 repu- 
table citizens that he 'or she Is able 
to read and write. This should be 
filed with the clerk, of the election 
and sent to the County Supt. with 
the candidate's certificate of *Ieo- 
tion. 

5. One half the trustees elected 
will hold 1 year, and half for 2 
years to be determined by lot at 
tbe organization of the division 
Boards after the election. 

8. The officers of the election are 
two Judges and a Clerk who must 
certify the returns of the election to 
the county Supt. within 5 days of 
tbe election. • 

7. The trustee elect need not be 
qualified until the Division Boards 
are organized and If he is not pres- 
ent at this meeting or sends a writ- 
ten lawful excuse he will forfeit his 
office. 

8. The candidate need not file 
with the county Supt. any previous 
notice of his candidacy, 

Uot even the election of 'a Presi- 
dent Is so important to the people 
of a district as these elections 
and every good citizen who Is in- 
terested in the welfare of his chil- 
dren and his county should Bee to 
It that the very best men are elect- 
ed to fill these offices, for no ef- 
ficient system ot schools will ever 
be had until more Interest is mani- 
fested In putting capable men in of- 
fice whose only object is 'the wel- 
fare of the schools.

,Al was expected that the law 
would provoke some opposition. b'U 
this opposition came from the un- 
thinking and will die out. It wis 
passed for the common good, to 
proter' our people from disease, 
and Its wholesome provisions should 
be enforced and obeyed

H Moore, the youngest 
member of the local bar. delivered 
at the Methodist church Wednesday 
evening au eloquent address which 
was highly praised by all who heard 
It. both on account of Its composi- 
tion and delivery. The subject was 
"The Lawyer and the Golden Kule." 
The Speech. 
1 consider myself fortunate In 
having this opportunity of speaking 
to you and I feel profoundly grate- 
ful for the honor but I would rath- 
er an older lawyer had been chosen 
because he could have dealt with 
this subject, "The Lawyer and the 
Golden Rule." from the experiences 
of actual practice, while 1. a mere 
fledgling lu the great legal field, 
must necessarily speak of the un- 
tried theories of a youthful Ima- 
gination. 

In my opinion there is no more 
noble profession than the law wltb 
the possible exception of the minis- 
try. The blind goddess of Justice, 
the emblem of our profession stands 
with perfectly balanced scales ever 
ready to mete out Justice, equal 
and exact, to all alike, and If this 
end is not attained It Is because 
her purposes are enmeshed In the 
tolls of selfishness or shattered by 
the parasites of corruption. 

In no walks of life could the gol- 
den rule more fittingly be used n 
the professional motto because in 
no business is there such a chaui*e 
to take advantage of your fellow- 
niau and trample under foot tbs 
divine precepts of man's Creator. 

Honesty and truth, the twin vir- 
tues without which character would 
be a barren waste, pay no larger 
dividend In any calling and kind- 
ness and love, the commendable 
traits of every Christian, crown the 
Uvea of ao men more completely 
than members of the law. 

It Is a source of regret to the 
rollowers'~Qr Blackstone and Kent 
for the laymen to Judge the leg-U 
profession from some of Its mem- 
bers snd measure Its staudard by 
their efficiency, or rather their 
inefficiency. 

Y'ou must view the profession as 
a whole. You must stand where 
you can see a majority of Its mem- 
bers engaged In life's engrossing 
battles. You must study Its his- 
tory which began before the days 
of Justinian and the lawgivers of 
Rome and has continued through 
the cycle's sweep of years until th<t 
dawn of the twentieth century. 

By doing this you will convince 
yourself that the legal profession 
is one of renown and that It haa 
contributed to the world Its quota 
of worthy characters whose achieve- 
ments w» all delight to honor. 

While It la true that the minis- 
try may well boast of her Wesleys. 
her Calvlns, ber Whltflelds and 
Campbells, and science mentions 
with acclaim her Newtons and Spen- 
cers, her Marconls and Edlsons, the 
law feels a filial pride in her Lln- 
colns and Rents, her Cokes aud 
Marshalls, her Websters and Clays, 
men who have crossed the raging 
seas of life and have anchored safe 
on honor's shore, tributes to their 
profession and compliments to their 
Creator. 

While it Is true that there are 
members of our profession who 
hav» but little regard for truth and 
honor and In the furtherance of 
their contemptlbe schemes be- 
smirch the profession to which they 
belong It might also be mentioned 
as a truth that even within the 
sacred provinces of the ministry 
such vermin may be found who 
screen hypocrisy behind their sacer- 
dota' robes thus bringing into dis- 
repute the calling of their Maker.

Fnre People Killed 

Atlantic City. N. J„ July S. — 
While 3,000 spectators stood too 
startled to utter a single sound the 
hlg dirigible baloon Akron was shat- 
tered by the explosion or tbe gat 
bag an I blown to stoma at «:S» 
o'clock thlt morning a half mile 
from shore over Absecom Inlet 

Mel, in Vanlman. who had built 
the airship with tbe Idea of flylns; 
across the Atlantic ocean; Calvlu 
Vsnlman. his youngest brother; 
Fred Elmer. Walter Guest and 
George Bourttlllon. hit crew, were 
Inslant'i killed. Only the body of 
Melvln has been recovered. 

Tbe dirigible was sailing at a 
height of 1.000 feet and had been 
In tbe air since 6.15 o'clock when 
the accident occurred She waa a 
quarter of a mile south of Brlgan- 
tine Beach, which la across the In- 
let from this city. 

The huge envelope, containing 
thousands of cubic feet of gas, was 
rent by the terrific force of the ex- 
plosion, probsbly caused by expan- 
sion from the sun's rays. It burst 
near the middle. 

A moss uf flames hid tbe ship 
from view. For a tpare of possibly 
ten seconds the half-mllllon-dollar 
dirigible was invisible, while the sir 
about the spot where she bad been 
hovering seemed to be all flames. 
Tbe fire dissipated tnd then the 
ship outlined agalntt the tunrlse 
arts teen to fall like a plummet. 

Flrtt the understructure, or car. 
In which were penned the unfor- 
tunate men. held In by a mesh work 
put on stter the second trip of the 
balloon three weeks ago, unable to 
escape, broke away from the en- 
velope. It upended, the bow turning 
first In a slow arc. Then U rever- 
sed suddenly and plunged down- 
ward. 

Directly above, twisting la a long 
spiral, was the gas bag, a smoking 
as of rubber and silk, with 
flames Bhouting out from a dozen 
sections as It collapsed. It fluttered 
a moment and then streaked down 
after the car. 

In the descent, something which 
sppenred to be the body of a man 
shot out to the left of the wreck- 
age and hit the water before the 
rest of tlie descending muss. It 
was reported that this was tho hand- 
less body or Calvin Vuuiman. At 
8:20 o'clock a message was relayed 
ashore rrom rescuers that this 
body iiad been recovered.

MILK IN HOT WEATHER. 




During the hot weather of the 
summer months many farmers have 
trouble with sour milk. This cais- 
es much loss, not only to the farm- 
er who keeps one or more cows for 
family use, but especially lo the 
dairyman who retails his milk or 
ships it to a dealer in the city. The 
dealer usually pays only one ' half 
price for sour milk or refuses to 
accept It at any price, thus entail- 
ing heavy loss to the producer. 

Good sweet milk can be produced 
and delivered lu prime conditions to 
the customer In the hotest summer 
weather. The writer has for five 
years shipped milk from the far n 
to Louisville — a distance of 07 
miles — the milk being three hours 
on the train in transit, and has not 
had a drop of sour milk during 
time. The amount of these ship- 
ments ranged from 60 to 90 gal- 
lons a day, and was on a stria 
business basis, every gallon being 
sold at a good margin of profit. 
During about half of this time the 
milk was shipped in 8 and 10 gal 
Ion cans, the remainder of the time 
In quart and pint bottles. 

Good sweet milk depends on two 
items, cleanliness and a cold tern 
perature. To secure these the fol 
lowing rules should be observed 

Have the cow's udder clean be 
fore milking. A clean damp cloth 
can be used for this purpose and 
can be carried In the pocket of the 
milker. Only a few secondB are re- 
quired to wipe the udder off im 
mediately before beginning to milk 
the cow. In our eiperlence thli 
simple expedient has worked won 
ders. 

Be careful not to cllow halls 
dust or dirt to fall Into the milk 
They are laden with germs. Germ: 
cause the milk to sour. The great 
.managed after it Is cut; and rlghtjer the number of germs the quick 
here Is where we And many practical | er the souring will occur. A pall 

with a small opening will be very 
helpful in keeplug out dust and 
other dirt. 



MANAGEMENT OF CLOVER HAY 



[Experience Shows It Possesses High- 
er Feeding Value When Cut and 
Cured Green as Possible. 

(By H. O. WEATHERSTONB.) 
Experience as well as exact experi- 
jmonu prove that clover hay possesses ' 
a higher feeding value when the crop] 
Is cut and cured ae green as possible. | 
The majority of farmers allow their 
clover to get too ripe before they be- 
gin the work of cutting and harvest- 
fit. 

Every practical feeder of dairy 
'cattle and young things knows the

rvalue of rowen as food for milk pro- 
duction and growth. What Is the mat- 
ter with making rowen out of the 
whole of the clover crop? 

The clover should be cut as soon 
as It la In blossom. It cannot be 
eared as quickly, but It man he cured, 
and we shall be more sura to gst a 
good second crop. 

Much of the feeding value of the 
iclover depend* upon how the crop is 



farmers who fall to agree on how the 
• clover should be handled, although 
;they are all working with one object 
tn view, and that to cure It as quick- 
iy aa they can and get the crop se- 
cured before unfavorable weather de- 
lays the work and ruins the feeding 
lvalue of the hay. 

We make a practice of cutting In 
the forenoon what may be tedded and 
raked and cocked In the afternoon 
and allow it to remain In the cocks 
and cure for two days and open up 
the third day about nine or ten o'clock 
fa the morning and begin hauling to 
the mow In the afternoon. 

When the clover Is handled In this 
manner it will be cured and the loss 
of leaves will be reduced to a mini- 
Clover that la handled tn this 
' will retain its delightful aro- 
[au. Of course, weather conditions 
will often upset our moat carefully 
laid plana, and we shall be compelled 
to out away from all hard and fast 
rules and do the beat thing possible 
under the droumstanoea. 

The hay tedder la a necessity If we 
get our hay Into the bam la the beat 
condition, and on* day's good run and 
two taddtn ga wtH do mora toward cur- 




ing a crop of clover than two days' 
exposure to the sun and weather; be- 
sides, when the clover la cocked up 
and left there Is but little danger 
from rainy weather unless It contin- 
ues for several days, and even then 
the loss will be much less than It 
would be If the clover were left aa 
when first cut In the rows aa It waa 
raked up. 



CARE OF FARM IMPLEMENTS 



All Machinery Should be Overhauled 
as Boon u Season Is Over 
aad Repalre Made. 

One of the moat serious leaks on 
the farm la In the poor care taken of 
farm implements when not In use. Aa 
aoon aa the season la over binders and 
other machinery, no longer needed 
this year, should he carefully cleared; 
the grease and dirt should be removed 
from the bearings, and these should 
be carefully oiled and an bright parte 
greased, to prevent mating. Prepara- 
tions should be made tor replacing 
any broken or defective parts. 

If time does not permit of all this, 
make a memorandum to be governed 
by on some stormy day, and then see 
that everything Is putin readiness for 
the next harvesting or haying season. 
Get the repairs and place them on the 
machine* at once. Take care of the 
plows. Get them under cover. Clean 
and grease ^the bright parts, so that, 
when wanted next spring, they will 
scour and save the time so many 
farmers^osyln putting their Imple- 
ments Into working order. 



Use the milk pall for no otu<r 
purpose than for milking. Some 
dairymen use It for watering ths 
horses and slopping the hogs, and 
then wonder why the milk sours. 

Cool the milk immediately by 
running It over a milk sooler, (one 
of these can be bought for $5 to 
*",) or by immersing In cold spring 
or well water. The animal heat 
must be removed before placing li 
cans or bottled for delivery or ship 
ment If necessary to hold the 
night's milk for shipment the next 
morning It should be held at a low 
temperature. Cold springs or well 
water In a wooden or metal tank 
of proper site to hold shipping cans 
may be used for this purpose. If 
running spring water is at hand 
this will serve admirably. In some 
cases the milk or cream may be 
lowered into a cistern and kept 
cool until time for shipment. If 
care Is exercised, milk can be kept 
sweet without ice, but a supply of 
ice la very desirable. 

Another important point. Wash 
all vessels carefully. Examlae fre 
quently in the angles to see that 
no accumulation of yellow slimy 
casein material collects, aa this will 
certainly cause rapid souring, af- 
ter washing, scald all vessels with 
boiling water and place In pure 
freah air until ready for uae. If 
exposed to the sun, ao much the 
better, as sunlight is the best germ 
killer and purifier. 

Milk produced In the manner oul- 
Ined will be of the best quality 
and will bring the hlgheet mark- 
et price. Such milk is always 
demand and if used for buttermak- 
ing ii furnishes the raw material 
from which high quality butter can 
be produced. If all the butter pro- 
duced on Kentucky farms w( 
made from milk handled In this 
way, hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of poor butter which each 
year goes Into our markets at a 
very low price would be replaced 
by a gilt edged article, which would 
soil at an attractive price, and 
would add many thousands of dol- 
lars to the annual proflta of Ken- 
tacky farmers.

The increasing spread of tuber- 
culosis among dairy cattle enden 
gering the public health, by trans- 
mitting (be disease through the 
milk and butter, baa made neces- 
sary a crusade against Ihla dia- 
ls in bovlnea. By eliminating 
diseased rattle from the city dair- 
ies, the most potent source of In- 
rectlou to inrants can be ststuped 
out. as It Is shown that a lar-je 
percentage of children surrering 
rrotn tuberculosis are Infected with 
tubercle bacilli of the bovine type 
and the disease traced directly lo 
the milk or Inrected dairy cattl-. 
And can It be wondered at, when 
microscopical examination of the 
milk In various cities of the United 
8Utes has disclosed ibis germ 
(Tubercle bacillus) la market milk 
in from two to sixty per cent of 
the samples examined. 

The Boreau of Animal Industry 
of tap Department of Agriculture 
wishes to encourage all dairymen 
to keep tuberculin tested cattle 
and protect the consumer from tu- 
berculosis, and to promote the 
work, they announce a cooperative 
test with the State Board or Health 
or Kentucky, gratia to owners. In 
order to obtain the services ol the 
Government experts in testing the 
herds. It will be necessary to com- 
ply with the regulations ot the 
Bureau or Animal Industry, which 
states that animals which react to 
the test will have to be Isolated 
from the healthy herd, or slaugbt- 
red, according to the Government 
Meat Inspection Laws. The owner, 
of course, may choose his pleasure 
In this matter. We trust that ell 
dairymen in the state will avail 
themselves of this opportunity by 
making application for the services 
or the Government experts, stating 
the number ot cows In the 'herd 
The Board of Health will be glad to 
file all applications lor testing ' on 
r before July 8, 1912. Furthor in- 
formation glndly furnished upon ap- 
plication.
